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REPLY TO ACTION OF OCTOBER 1, 2004 

In reply to the Office Action of October 1, 2004, applicant submits the following 
remarks. 

Claims 1-11, 19, 20 and 24-54 are pending in this application, with claims 1, 19, 20, 33, 
44 and 51 being independent. 

Applicant acknowledges with appreciation the Examiner's allowance of claims 20 and 

51-54. 

Claims 1-11,19 and 24-49 have been rejected as being anticipated by Jung (US 
2002/00 189 12 A). With respect to claim 1 and its dependent claims, applicant requests 
reconsideration and withdrawal of this rejection because Jung does not describe or suggest 
forming a first function region comprising a first organic compound on an electrode, forming a 
mixed region comprising the first organic compound and a second organic compound on the first 
function region, and forming a second function region comprising the second organic compound 
on the mixed region. 

In making the rejection, the Examiner relies on the statement by Jung, in paragraph 0036, 
that "It is also possible to deposit simultaneously more than two organic compounds with this 
vacuum deposition chamber." In particular, the Examiner indicates that this statement would 
have inherently led to a mixed region of first and second organic compounds. While applicant 
agrees that simultaneously depositing two organic compounds would result in a layer containing 
a mixture of those compounds, doing so would in no way result in the recited stacked 
arrangement of a first function region comprising a first organic compound, a second function 
region comprising a second organic compound, and a mixed region comprising the first and 
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second organic compounds and interposed between the first and second function regions. Nor 
does Jung anywhere else describe or suggest such an arrangement. Accordingly, for at least this 
reason, applicant requests reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection of claim 1 and its 
dependent claims. 

As independent claims 19, 33 and 34 also recite a stacked arrangement of a first function 
region, a mixed region, and a second function region, applicant requests reconsideration and 
withdrawal of the rejection of those claims and their independent claims for the reasons 
discussed above with respect to claim 1 . 

Applicant submits that all claims are in condition for allowance.
